Painting his bleakest picture 
yet of the nation’s economy, 
President Ford asked Congress 
today to vote a record peace­ 
time budget deficit of $52 billion

Ford, in asking approval for 
total expenditures of $349.4 bil­ 
lion, forecast rising unemploy­ 
ment. The budget report said 
the jobless rate would average

level stood at 7.1 per cent. 
Other grim forecasts in the 
budget report were for a 1.3 
per cent increase in the cost of 
living this year, higher even

N ational 
Product, following a 2.2 per 
cent drop last year. 
Budget Director Roy L Ash 
told newsmen at a budget brief 
ing that the nation’s economy is 
"changing at a faster rate than 
at any time in his experience,

He said that although the re­ 
cession should end in mid year, 
as previously forecast, it will be 
a long time before the economy 
regains enough strength to hire 
hack all jobless workers.

Scientists may be able to an­ 
ticipate the smaller climatic 
changes that can decrease har­ 
vests and bring famine if they 
can learn what causes ice ages,

Ethiopian air force jets 
have flattened tw'o Eritrean 
rebel villages in a major esca­ 
lation of fighting between gov­ 
ernment troops and Moslem in­ 
surgents bent on secession, dip­ 
lomatic sources reported today 
from 
Asmara, 
capital 
of 
Eritrea province No other de­ 
tails were Immediately avail 
able. 
The Ethiopian army was re­ 
ported in control of Asmara 
after heating back an attempt 
by the guerrillas to re-enter the 
country’s second largest city. 
Reports from Asmara, the 
capital of Eritrea province 450 
miles north of Addis Ababa, 
said at least 75 rebels and civil 
lans have been killed and 200 
wounded in heavy fighting 
since Friday. There were no re­ 
ports of army casualties. 
Ethiopia’s military govern­ 
ment issued no information 
about the fighting in the coun­ 
try’s 
northernmost 
province 
and blocked the roads to As­ 
mara so that foreign corre­ 
spondents could not go there. 
But informed official sources 
gave these reports of the Erit­ 
rean Liberation Front’s most 
serious challenge to rule from 
Addis Ababa in the 12 years it 
has been fighting for Eritrean 
independence: 
Battling from house to house, 
the army drove the guerrillas 
out of the city of 200,000 on Sat­ 
urday. 
The 
rebels 
counter­ 
attacked early Sunday, and 
there was hard fighting at a 
naval headquarters near the 
US. Consulate 
Fighting was also heavy at 
the Asmara airport, and it was 
not known which side held the 
field The air force's two Amer­ 
ican F5A jet fighters attacked a 
suspected rebel base 10 miles 
north of the city, but there were 
no air attacks on Asmara itself. 
f'here were unconfirmed re 
ports that government troops 
carried out reprisal 
raids 
against villages suspected ol 
being used by the guerrillas 
Asmara was put uruler a 
dusk-to-dawn curfew Late Sun-

the government 


moved in tanks’ armored cars 
and troop reinforcements. 
The US. Consulate reported 
that the 300 Americans living in 
Eritrea were all safe and their 
evacuation had not been or­ 
dered. But they were told to re­ 
main indoors. 
Eritrea was an Italian colony 
from 1890 until the British took 
it in World War II The United 
Nations ordered it federated 
with Ethiopia in 1952, and 10 
years later Emperor Haile Se­ 
lassie annexed it, giving Eth­ 
iopia a coastline on the Red 
Sea 
The 
Eritrean 
Liberation 
Front was formed then by Mos­ 
lems opposed to the rule of the 
Coptic Christians in Addis 
Ababa. Five years ago Marx­ 
ists in the province formed the 
Popular Liberation Front, and 
the two liberation movements 
frequently clashed until they 
recently joined forces. 
The guerrillas are reported 
financed by the leftist govern 
rnents of Libya. Syria and Iraq, 
presumably to eliminate non- 
Arab control of the long stretch 
of Red Sea coast.

Ot the new defense budget, 
$7.7 billion is earm arked for the 
strategic nuclear forces, and a 
significant portion of the $9.4 
billion in research and develop­ 
ment 
involves work on ad ­ 
vanced nuclear weapons. 
T he T rid e n t m issile-firin g 
subm arine project would get a 
total of $2.1 billion, up about 
$100 million from this year. 
The proposed new B1 bom ber 
is listed for $749.2 million, a 
boost of about $300 million. 
The first of 10 giant Trident 
subm arines, each carrying 24 
ocean-spanning 
nuclear 
m is­ 
siles, is to be deployed in 1979, 
according 
to 
F ord’s 
budget 
m essage. This indicates a slip­ 
page of nearly a year and a 
half. 
Ford said developm ent of the 
controversial Bl bom ber will 
move ahead and that full-scale 
production will begin in 1977 “ if 
perform ance goals in relation 
to costs are achieved.” 
The Bl is in trouble with Con­ 
gress partly because the pro­ 
posed 244 planes would cost a 
staggering $76 million each. 
Ford said the conventional 
forces m ust be upgraded and 
m aintained while the United 
States and other NATO coun­ 
tries negotiate with the R us­ 
sians and their allies on pos­ 
sible m utual force reductions. 
M ean tim e, he said,- ‘‘the 
United States and its allies

Ford asked funds for 10 new 
Navy

As the Navy pares down its 
over-age ships, it will reduce its 
force of aircraft ca rriers from 
15 to 13, the sm allest num ber of 
carriers since World W ar II. 
The A rm y’s funds for buying 
tanks will nearly double to 
$498 3 million to provide 816 
new M60 tanks, which will go a 
long way toward m aking up a 
deficit of about 1,800 tanks. 
The Air Force and the Navy 
will buy increased num bers of 
new fighter planes. 
The Air F orce’s F15 fighter 
program will rise about $600 
million for a buy of 108 aircraft 
costing $1.7 billion. The Navy 
will get 36 m ore F14 fighters for 
$622 million. 
T he new K 16 lig h tw eig h t 
fighter will move into full de­ 
velopment at a cost of $273 m il­ 
lion, a jum p from only $32 m il­ 
lion this year. The lightweight 
fighter is intended for the Air 
Force, foreign sales in NATO 
and elsew here and possibly the 
Navy.

Ford Asks Funds Hike 
For Energy Research 


W ASHINGTON 
(A P) 
President Ford asked Congress 
today to step up funding for 
energy research to end forever 
the United S tates’ dependence 
on foreign oil. 
While 
holding 
controllable 
federal spending on civilian 
program s to an increase of only 
$60<> million in his fiscal 1976 
budget, Ford urged an increase 
of $786 million, or 54 pefcuent, in 
energy program s, a® 6rently 
taking it from cuts th other 
areas. 
Two-thirds of the proposed 
energy increase was lor re 
search including: 
A $116-million program to 
develop practical energy pro 
duct ion from the heat of the sun 
and from hot spots within the 
earth, more than double the* $54 
million spent on these efforts in 
fiscal 1975 and six tim es the $19 
million of fiscal 1974 
$380 million for research on 
tossil fuels, prim arily seeking 
clean ways to burn coal, a level 
some 50 per cent higher than 


1975 and four tim es the 1974 
spending. 
And $991 million on nuclear 
energy, a 20-percent increase 
over fiscal 
1975, mainly di­ 
rected to developm ent of a 
“breeder reacto r” that produc­ 
es both energy and m ore fuel 
than it uses. 
T he en erg y re se a rc h p ro ­ 
gram s are long-range efforts 
which could open up domestic 
energy resources lasting vir­ 
tually indefinitely. 
F ord’s budget also offered a 
short-range attack on the na­ 
tio n 's foreign oil ad d ictio n , 
through a complex tax package 
intended to tilt public spending 
from energy toward other parts 
of the economy. 
E x p la in e d 
by

last 
month and under keen debate in 
Congress, this package seeks 
new energy taxes and a wind- 
faII prof its tax, plus rem oval of 
federal energy-price controls, 
to increase the nation’s energy 
bill by about S3«) billion a year.

reductions, direct rebates and 
various federal

Shortage Creates 
Cloud of Problems 
For Geis Customers 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(A P)_ 
Ohio natural gas customers are 
enveloped in a cloud of prob­ 
lems caused by shortage. State­ 
wide curtailments continue to 
affect industrial and com­ 
mercial natural gas users. 
Approximately 3,500 industri­ 
al and 16,000 commercial natu­ 
ral gas customers are oper­ 
ating with supplies ranging 
from 90 to 25 per cent of pre­ 
vious years’ allocations. 
About 50 per cent of Ohio’s 
approximately 7,000 industrial 
and 10 per cent of the state’s 
approximately 152,000 com­ 
mercial natural gas customers 
are affected by the supply 
shortage. 
This means that children are 
wearing extra sweaters in 
class, and shoppers are keeping 
coats on in stores. 
Some major stores may have 
to close nights and Sundays to 
meet required cutbacks in gas 
usage. 
Industry in Ohio has been 
hardest hit 
The natural gas 
shortage has forced layoffs, 
closed factories, and severely 
cut production in industries 
heavily dependent upon natural 
gas. 
Ohio 
is dependent 
upon 
piped-in interstate natural gas 
for more than 90 per cent less 
than what was available in the 
state a year ago, estimated 
John D. Borrows, director of 
utilities for the Public Utilities 
Commission of Ohio. 
Columbia Gas Transmission 
Corp , Ohio s largest interstate 
nmelme supplier, in January 


reduced allocations to its dis­ 
tributor 
utility 
companies 
across the board by 22 per cent. 
Columbia Gas Transmission 
alone supplies about 70 per cent 
of the state’s gas. Columbia 
Gas of Ohio, Inc., Cincinnati 
Gas & Electric Co. Dayton 
Power & Light Co., West Ohio 
Gas Co., as well as smaller 
companies all are supplied by 
the Columbia pipeline system. 
In recent months, seven of 
the state’s 26 natural gas dis­ 
tributing utility companies are 
operating under or have asked 
PUCO approval for curtailment 
plans. 
The companies supplied by 
Columbis Gas Transmission 
have curtailed gas supplies to 
all their customers under spe­ 
cific classifications — such as 
large industrial and com­ 
mercial users 
Two companies supplied by 
Consolidated Gas Supply Corp., 
p]ast Ohio Gas Co., and River 
Gas Co. have asked the PUCO 
to approve similar curtailment 
plans. 


Under whatever curtailment 
plan, residences receive top 
priority, and gas supplies to 
heat homes flow as before. 
Ohioans in education, com­ 
merce. industry and politics 
are looking toward the horizon 
for a break in the cloud and an­ 
swers to their questions about 
the natural gas shortage 


Meanwhile, PUCO and the 
gas companies are attempting 
to find temporary and long- 
range solutions to the problem

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More Testimony Set 
In CIA Spying Probe 


WASHINGTON (AP) - More 
secret testimony is being taken 
in the Rockfeller Commission’s 
investigation of CIA spying ac­ 
tivities from an official who 
headed the unit that kept files 
on 10,000 American citizens. 
Richard Ober, a CIA employe 
now on the staff of the National 
Security Council, makes his 
second appearance before the 
Rockefeller panel today. Ober’s 
earlier testimony has not been 
disclosed. 
Also scheduled to appear to­ 
day was Lyman B. Kirkpatrick 
Jr., a Brown University politi­ 
cal science professor who was 
executive director-comptroller 
of the CIA from 1962 to 1965. 
The Rockefeller Commission 
is one of two, and possibly 
three, panels looking into CIA 
abuses. A Senate committee is 
investigating a wide range of 
government intelligence oper­ 
ations, including the CIA and 
FB I, and formation of a similar 
House committee is expected to 
be recommended Tuesday by 
the House Democratic Steering 
Commiotee 
Allegations about CIA impro­ 
prieties were broadened over 
the weekend with disclosure of 
p re v io u s ly 
u n p u b lish ed 
congressional 
testim ony 
linking former agency Director 
Richard M. Helms with orders 
to withhold documents from 
Watergate investigators. 
Howard J. Osborne, onetime 
CIA director of security, told a 
House intelligence subcom­ 
mittee that Helms ordered the 
information withheld despite a 
Justice Department subpoena 
to supply it. 
Osborne’s testimony in May 
1973, disclosed by the New York 
Times, said Helms decided not 
to give the Justice Department 
a series of letters to the CIA 
from former agent James W. 
McCord Jr., a member of the 
Watergate burglary team. 
The McCord letters warned 
that officials of the Nixon re- 
election committee were plan­ 
ning to contend that the June 17, 
1972, Watergate break-in was a 
CIA 
operation, 
Osborne 
testified. 
Meanwhile, the head of the 
Senate 
investigating 
com­ 
mittee. Sen. Frank Church, D- 


Idaho, said the goal of his panel 
is not to destroy government in­ 
telligence agencies, but to re­ 
form them, if necessary 
Church said Sunday on CBS’ 
“ Face the Nation’’ that he has 
been shocked by allegations of 
domestic operations of the CIA, 
but added that he has not drawn 
any conclusions about the 
accuracy of the charges. 
In another CIA-reated devel­ 
opment, former Nixon White 
House counsel John W. Dean III 
said that investigations of the 
CIA should examine some 
events that occurred in con­ 
nection with the Watergate bur­ 
glary.

Cut In Crime 
Funds Asked 


WASHINGTON (AP> - The 
Ford administration wants a 
$100 million cut in anticrime 
funds while examining why re­ 
cent 
massive 
spending 
has 
failed to curb sharp and stub­ 
born increases in the nation’s 
crime rate. 
The proposal, if approved by 
Congress, means that state and 
local governments would find it 
more difficult to get federal 
funds for a range of programs 
intended to strengthen police, 
courts and prisons. 
President Ford’s budget, sent 
to Congress today, seeks a fis­ 
cal 1976 appropriation of $769.8 
million for the Law Enforce­ 
ment 
Assistance 
Adm inis­ 
tration. the Justice Department 
agency which dispenses most of 
its money to state and local of­ 
ficials for crime-fighting proj­ 
ects. 
The requested figure is about 
$111 
m illion less than the 
amount appropriated for the 
present fiscal year ending June 
30 and about $95 million less 
than the L E A A actually expects 
to use in the current year. 
Deputy A tty. Gen Laurence 
H. Silberman said the cut was 
proposed because adm inis­ 
tration 
officials 
believe 
the 
LE A A operation has grown so 
fast there has been no time “ for 
thorough evaluation to de­ 
termine which programs and 
approaches 
are 
most 
effec­ 
tive.” 
He promised such an eval­ 
uation this year 
Even if Congress agrees to 
the cutback, the impact on state 
and local officials would be 
delayed 
Deputy L E A A Administrator 
Charles R. Work told newsmen 
that money already committed 
to state and local projects will 
continue to flow through the 
pipeline during fiscal 1976, pro­ 
ducing an actual increase of $25 
million in federal aid for state 
and local crime-fighting efforts 
during the year 
Budget

President Ford asked Congress 
today for 2.7 billion in military 
and economic aid for Vietnam 
and Cambodia in the 1976 fiscal 
year, declaring it “ essential’’ to 
the security and reconstruction 
of the two countries. 
The request in his annual 
budget message included a con­ 
troversial $522 million in sup­ 
plemental appropriations for 
the two embattled Indochina 
countries for the current year.

(AP) - The 
conclusion of the Menominee 
Warrior Society’s seizure of an 
unused mansion hinged today 
on terms for evacuating the 
militant demonstrators. 
An agreement for the Men­ 
ominee tribe to acquire the 
property from the owners, a 
Roman’ Catholic 
order, 
was 
hailed as a victory for Indians 
nationwide. 
But until the details can be 
worked out, an estimated 40 
demonstrators remain in the 64- 
room mansion and the National 
Guard has tightened its 825- 
man security force around the 
rural property. 
Robert Bryan, legal adviser 
to the demonstrators, told the 
American 
Indian 
Movement 
AIM ) the demonstrators want 
assurances of protection from 
angry whites, who have threat­ 
ened reprisals for the takeover 


The Guard promised military 
protection for the Indians, who 
have occupied the estate for 
more than a month Under the 
agreement, the warriors were 
to surrender weapons and sub­ 
mit to arrest by Shawano Coun­ 
ty authorities. 
Brother Maurice Wilson, a 
negotiator for the Alexian 
Brothers, a Chicago-based reli­ 
gious order, said 
agreement 
stipulates that they “ must have 
peacefully left the estate” be­ 
fore the estate is turned over to 
the Menonunees 
Actor Marlon 
Brando and 
civil rights activist priest 
Jam es E.Groppi of Milwaukee 
were believed to still be inside 
the mansion with the demon­ 
strators. Brando and Groppi 
had arrived Friday.

The bone around the teeth 
begins to dissolve causing the 
teeth to loosen and 
finally 
leading to losing the teeth if the 
process is not stopped

recommended,

again, that anyone with this 
problem should see a dentist 
The young man who wrote 
stated that he had seen a dentist 
who had told him nothing could 
be done about his problem 1

Fred Taylor got a close look 
at the nation’s top-ranked bas­ 
ketball team and didn’t like 
what he saw. 
“They get a piece of you or 
the basketball on almost every 
play,” said the Ohio State coach 
after losing a 72-66 decision 
Saturday night. “ It’s difficult to 
concentrate on your offense like 
that.” 
The victory was the 23rd 
straight by the unflappable 
Hoosiers, the only undefeated 
major college team in the coun­ 
try. 
The margin of victory was 
small, considering what In­ 
diana has been doing to every­ 
one else this season. 
“ Anytime you play a team 
that’s ready to play and win by 
six, you can’t be anything but 
pleased.” said Indiana Coach 
Bobby Knight, enjoying the fin­ 
est season of his career. 
“That’s a tougher ballgame 
than we’ve been in for some 
time. Ohio State was as difficult 
for us to score against as any 
team we’ve played so far. 
“ I was really pleased with 
our guards. Quinn Buckner and 
Bob Wilkerson ... especially 
with their defense.” 
While the nation's No. 1 team 
was winning, the No 2 team 
was having problems. North 
Carolina State was beaten 98-97 
by eighth-ranked Maryland, 
keying a weekend of upsets.

Salle 82-78, Clemson beat No. 10 
North Carolina 80-72. Stanford, 
ranked No. 17, was stopped 60 
46 by California. 
Houston 
trimmed 19th-ranked South 
Carolina 90-84, and Kansas 
State upset No. 20 Kansas 66-56. 
UCLA, the nation's fourth- 
ranked team, whipped No. 6 
Southern Cal 89-84 Saturday 
night to extend its spectacular 
home court winning streak to 77 
games. 
Among other Top Ten teams, 
No 3 Louisville defeated North 
Texas State 112-67; No. 5 Ken­ 
tucky whipped Mississippi 
State 112-79 and No. 9 Alabama 
downed No. 14 Auburn 77-53. 
Elsewhere, llth-ranked Ore­ 
gon whipped Hawaii 77-72; No. 
12 Arizona State held off No 15 
Arizona 83-81; 13th-rated Mar­ 
quette ourscored DePaul 72-69;

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Meatpacking Plants' Output 
Of Lamb, Mutton Dips In '74 


WASHINGTON <AP> 
The 
nation’s 
meatpacking 
plants 
turned out 10 per cent less lamb 
and mutton last year than the\ 
did in 1973 while production of 
other 
red 
meats 
jumped 
sharply, according to Agricul 
ture Department statistics. 
Sheep producers have been 
cutting back flocks for many 
years, however, and much ol 
the decrease probably reflected 
that trend As of .Ian I, tor ex 
ample, the sheep and lamb in 
ventory on farms and ranches 
totaled 14.5 million head, a drop 
of 11 per cent during the year 
and 1H per cent below Jan 
l. 
1973. 
There are many reasons for 
the longterm decline. Many 
producers have shitted to other 
liv e s to c k 
e n te rp ris e s , 
predators have been an in 
creasing problem in the West; 
and except for a temporary 
surge a year or two ago, low 
wool prices have discouraged 
stepped up production. 
Further, while imports ol 
tresh. frozen and chilled beef 
and mutton have been under 
some type of control m ast of tin* 


time since 1%4, frozen lamb 
imports 
have not 
been 
re 
strieted. 
In a year end review ol US 
meat production, department 
experts said total meat output 
in 1974 was more than 37.3 Oil 
lion pounds 
Lamb meat ac­ 
counted for only 454 million 
l 2 per cent of the total That 
was down from 504 million 
pounds or 1.5 per cent of all red 
meat in 1973. 
By comparison, beef produe 
tion last year was more than 
22.8 billion pounds, 61.2 per cent 
of total red meat. Also, 1974 
beef output was up 8 per cent 
from 1973. 
Pork production was nearly 
13.6 billion pounds, making up 
36.4 percent of the I ’S. red meat 
supply. Pork output was also 8 
per cent above 1973 the report 
showed 
Veal, reflecting sales of 
calves by ranchers and farmers 
faced with low prices and high 
feed costs, totaled 448 million 
pounds last year, a 38 per cent 
increase from 1973. Veal ac­ 
counted for about 1.2 per cent of 
total red meat.

Know Your 
Post Office 


Question: What is the differ­ 
ence between registered, in­ 
sured, and certified mail? 
Answer: (Postal Manual part 
161) “ Registered mail provides 
added protection for valuables 
and important mail, plus evi­ 
dence of mailing and delivery 
and indemnity in case of loss or 
damage ” All mailable matter 
prepaid with postage at the 
First Class, Airmail, or Prior­ 
ity rates can be Registered. 
Business Reply mail may not 
be Registered unless postage 
and foes are fully prepaid. 
Patrons having mail deliver­ 
ed by Rural Carrier (not city 
routes) may meet the carrier 
and obtain a receipt for the 
article to be mailed from him. 
It will be processed at the P. O. 
and dispatched. 


Mail will NOT be Registered 
if: 
1 
Plhced in street letter 
boxes or in mail drops at the 
Post Office. Mail should be pre­ 
sented at the counter during 
window hours. 
2. Not properly prepared: 
Window envelopes are not ac­ 
ceptable; Mail sealed with tape 
that will not damage package if 
removal is attempted; If pack­ 
age looks like it has been 
opened before mailing; And 
does not contain both the ad­ 
dress and return address print­ 
ed on the article. 
3. Two or more articles tied 
or fastened together, unless en­ 
closed in the same wrapper or 
envelope. 


Certified Mail, (P.M. 168) 
Certified Mail provides a re­ 
ceipt to the sender and a record 
of delivery at the office of the 
address. No record is kept at 
the office of which it is mailed. 
It is dispatched and handled in 
transit as ordinary mail. No in­ 
surance coverage is provided. 


Insured Mail (PM 162) 
The 
sender may obtain payment for 
the loss of, rifling of, or damage 
to domestic mail by having it 
insured. Third or Fourth Class 
and Airmail containing mer­ 
chandise can be insured. The 
mail 
must 
hear 
complete 
names and addresses of sender 
and addressee. 


Not 
acceptable for 
insur­ 
ance: 
1 Articles that are so fragile 
as to prevent their safe car­ 
riage in the mail regardless of 
packaging. 
2. Articles not adequately 
prepared to withstand normal 
handling in the mail. As a gen­ 
eral rule any package mailable 
should be insurable.

F.ven if majority Democrats in 
the legislature can talk GOP 
Gov. James A Rhodes into go­ 
ing along with their supple­ 
mental school appropriations 
bill, they have new ideas for 
other surplus state funds. 
The Senate Finance Com 
mi t tee probably 
will 
vote 
tonight on the House-passed 
proposal to allocate about $91.3 
million in surplus funds for 
school districts. Senate floor 
action is expected to send it to 
Rhodes later in the week, after 
which he will have to days to 
act on it. 
But that still leaves about $30 


million from $122 million the 
state expects would be left over 
otherwise when it ends its two- 
year bookkeeping period June 
30. 
Democrats, 
acknowledging

shortfall 
in 
welfare 
ap ­ 
propriations resulting from 
bigger caseloads, want to set 
aside* $8.3 million for some ani- 
proverty programs they say 
would generate an additional

Rep. 
David Hartley, D-60 
Springfield, 
with 
impressive 
support, is seeking passage of a 
measure that would let the 
state take advantage of at least 


part of about $63 million he says 
Ohio could got from the federal 
government for social service 
programs against poverty. 
Hartley said if the state doesn’t 
come up with the matching 
dollars, available on a one for 
three basis, the federal funds 
“ simply will bo lost.” 
Hartley's 
bill 
carries 
the 
names of 45 sponsors, only five 
short ol the 50 needed for pas­ 
sage* They include Speaker Pro 
Torn Barney Quilter, D 47 To 
ledo. and House Finance Chair­ 
man Myrl H. Shoemaker, D 88 
Bourneville. 
Rhodes, who never had to 
work with a Democratic legis 
lature during his previous two 
four-year terms from 1963 to 
1971. may not sign the school 
hill unless the Senate agrees 
with him that the $91.3 million 
should be earmarked for teach­ 


er and school employe salaries. ’ 
As the bill went to the Senate, 
it appropriates $40 more per 
pupil for each of the state’s 613 
school districts, but lets them 
spend the funds as they see fit. 
Rhodes all hut said he will 
veto the bill unless the Senate 
earmarks the funds for sala­ 
ries. but at the same time he 
left the door open to some sort 
of compromise.
